AN ACT to detach & portion of the town of Kendall,’in the county
La Payette, and to attach the same to the town of Belmont, ia
the same county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, repressnied in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows :

Seorion 1. All that portion of township four north,
of range two eas$, being sections nineteen, thirty and
thirty-one, and sections six, seven and eighteen, in
township three north, of range two east, is hereby de-
tached from the town of K::gnll, in La Fayette county,
and attached to and made a part of the town of Belmont,
La Fayette county, for all purposes whatsoever.

Seorron 2. That all taxes heretofore voted by ssid
town of Kendall for bounty purposes, and provided to
be levied upon the taxable property of that portion of
said town of Kendall described in section one of this
act, and hereafter to be collected, shall be paid to and
oollected by the town treasurer of the said town of
Kendall, upon the assessment roll of the year 1865, in
the same manner as if said portion had not been de-
tached from said town by this act.

Secrron 8. This act shall take- effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

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Becrion 1. That chapter 178 of the revised statutes, Sbaage of

entitled “ of the change of venue in criminal cases,” is
hereby amended, by adding thereto a new section, to
stand as section seven, and read as follows, to wit:
“Bection 7. In case the judge of the circuit court shall
bave acted as attorney or counsel for the defendant in
any criminal cause or causes pending in such court,
the said judge shall order a change of venue to an ad-
joining circuit, and the judge of such circuit shall hear
td determine said cause or causes.”

Szerron 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and efter its passage and publication.
